On Dec. 80, 1878, Henry Irving took pos 
session of the Lyceum theater as manager 
and ina ted his reign, which was des-. 
tined to one of the most brilliant from 
an artistic viewpoint that the English speak- 
ing stage ever has known. He offered a re- 
vival of “ Hamlet,” and for the Ophelia of 
the cast he presented Miss Ellen Terry, an 
actress he first had met in 1867. From this 
time forward she was to be his leading 
woman, and for the next twenty-four years 
the Lyceum theater was to stand for the best 
and highest that the stage of England or 
America could boast. 

The productions that followed were nu- 
merous. Among the mere important were 
“The Lady of Lyons ” (April 17, 1878), ‘‘ The 
‘Merchant of Veriice” (Nov. i, 1879), “ The 
Corsican Brothers *’ (Sept. 18, 1880), *‘ Othel-

He married Miss Florence O'Callaghan in 

1860 and two sons, Henry B. and Laurence,

OFTEN IN CHICAGO THEATERS. 


Will J. Davis Tells of Appearances of 
Sir Henry Irving in Local 
Houses. 


“IT am deeply grieved,’ said Will J. Davis 
of the IlMnois theater, when. the news of 
Sir Henry Irving's death was taken to him. 
He Wasa kindly soul, congenial, and liberal, 
and his death is a serious loss to the dra- 
matic profesaion that he did so much to 
uplift. Personally I have sustained a great 
loss. His: last engagement here was played 
in February, 1904, soon after my great trou- 
ble, and I never shall forget his kindly sym- 
pathy when I was hated and maligned and 
almost without a friend. 

“On every occasion of his appearance in 
Chicago except two, Sir Henry played in my 
theaters. His first engagement was the 
three weeks beginning Jan. 6, 1885, when 
he and Miss Terry played a reportoire in- 
cluding ‘The Bells, ‘The Lyons Mail,’ 
‘Twelfth Night,’ ‘Eugene Aram,’ ‘ Much 
Ado About Nothing,’ ‘ Hamlet,’ and ‘ Riche- 
lieu.’ It was at the old Haverly’s theater 


-and on Saturday, Jan. 31, Miss Terry re- 


christened the playhouse ‘ Columbia.’ 

“The only times that Sir Henry did not 
appear at my theater was once when I was 
managing the Haymarket, when he went’to 
McVicker’s, and on the occasion of the fire 
at the old Columbia, when he played at Pow- 
ers.” I confidently expected that he would 
play at the Illinois next season on his fare- 
well appearance in this city. 

“Much of ottr stage realism is due to Irv- 
ing. He was a great actor, but he was a 
greater stage director. He insisted that a 
door on the stage should be a real door and 
a tablea real table—that artificial accessories 
should be replaced so far as possible by the 
genuine. He would never consent to elec- 
tric lights, but always insisted on the softer 
calclum. He was one of the few starsywho 
did not have to-remain in the spot light, but 
when the action of the play required it he 
would remain in darkness, regardless of his 
‘Yank. He dominated the stage wherever he 
was.”’ 

One of the memorable occasions when Sir 
Henry was entertained in Chicago was at a 
dinner given in his honor, Dec. 14, 1901, at the 
music room of the Lilinols theater, by the 
Green Room club. There were forty guests 
and the great actor was one of the gayest. 
Among those present were Lyman B. Glover, 
president of the ciub; Booth Tarkington, 
Gen. John C. Black, the Rev. Father Dor- 
ney, George Ade, John T. McCutcheon, and 
a host of newspaper men.

Censured school trustees for negligence and 
omission of duty to maintain.proper surveillance 
over school finances. 

D scovered actual shortage of $60,000 in Dough- 
erty’s accounts in the lagt three years, and pec- 
ulations estimated at $280,000 in theNaest seven 
years. 

The grand jury having finished its in- 
vestigations, it is now in order, according to 
all indications, to investigate the grand jury. 
The cry has been raised by friends of Bailey 
and Dougherty that the body was packed for 
the political purpose of securing the indict-* 
ment’ of Eugene Baldwin, editor of the Peoria 
Star, and W. E. Hull. the business manager, 
for.criminal libel. 

The jury returned the last batch of indict- 
ments at 11:30 this morning. In the session 
which lasted from 9 o'clock up to that time 
a strenuous attempt was made to secure a 
reconsideration of the true bill voted against 
Bailey yesterday afternoon. 


Charged with Gross Negligence. 


In the meantime ‘a draft of the indictment 
was sent to State’s Attorney Scholes, who 
had it drawn upin dueform. It charged that 
Bailey “‘ did unlawfully neglect and fail to 
perform his duties *’ in permitting Doughertv 
to misappropriate school funds, whereas the 
peculations “‘could and would have been 
ascertained readily and prevented by éxercise 
of such care, precaution, and diligence as is 
required in the lawful discharge of such 
duties.” The chairman of the auditing 
committee was “ guilty of a palpable omis- 
sion of duty,’’ concludes the indictment. 

The courtroom was empty save for a few 
lawyers when the jury filed in and Judge 
Worthington was called from his chambers. 
Foreman Minor delivered an armful of indict- 
ments to the court. Then Clerk Simpson 
read the jury’s report, which on the subject 
of the school board said: 

‘We find that the manner of conducting 
the financtal affairs of the board shows nat 
only' gross neglect but willful neglect, 
amounting to criminal carelessness, on the 
part of the present school inspectors, who by 
law are charged with and have had the man- 
agement of its affairs. 


Urges More Thorough Inquiry. 


“ Books and vouchers have been destroyed, 
scrip, stub books, and records changed and 
mutilated, thus allowing their trusted em- 
ployé to appropriate such school funds as he 
desired for his own personal use.” 

The jury, was dicharged immediately. 

It was while the judge was engaged in sign- 
ing. the 48 additional Dougherty indictments 
that Bailey himself entered the courtroom 
and moved nervously up the aisle. He had 
heard that the jury had returned an indict- 
ment against him, and he came to give him- 
self up. Inasmuch as malfeasance in office 
Is a misdemeanor, Judge Worthington al- 
ready had the indictment certified to the 
county court, where it was éntered at once. 
When, therefore, Bailey entered the Circuit 
court room State's Attorney Schoies stepped 
forward and conducted him to the floor be- 
low. 

Balley appeared before County Judge w. 
I. Slemmons, who fixed bail at $1,000. The 
bond was signed by R. R. Bourland, son of 
Bailey’s law partner. Five minutes later 
Bailey was back at his office attending to 
his business. It is possible that his case 
will be heard the week beginning Oct. vy. 
Dougherty will not be tried until the middle 
of November. 


Accused Man Lauds Jury. 


In a statement in which he commended the 
work of the grand jury in unearthing the 
scandal, but announced his determination not 
to resign from public position, Bailey com- 
mented tonight on his indictment. After 
declining throughout the day. to be inter- 
viewed at length, he issued this statement 
in typewritten form: 

Bowing with a saddened heart to the 
majesty of the law, I accept that which has 
come to me now as inevitable, and I am 
grateful that no other member of the schoo] 
board is called upon to share with me the 
severe censure implied by the final action 
of the grand jury, who so long and patiently 
and so ably have dealt with the investigation 
of such school board. The results of ‘their 
work in the detection of crime are so astound- 
ing as not only to startle Peorlans but to 
shake into wondering question. men in edu- 
cational circles everyWhere,"’ 

Then going on to declare that he is not 
conscious of having been criminally negiect- 
ful of his duty, the indicted -financier says: 
“IT shall not now resign the duties of the 
school board work, asa I believe that in the 
light of all that has come to my knowledge 
some public interests with which I have 
been occupied most strenuously these last 
days demand of me continued service go 
that in common wite others who will work 
with united purpose we may. best serve pub- 
lic ends.” :

the charge of cruelty, alleg@t by Taggart. 
The charges of gross negligence against Mrs. 
Taggart were sustained. 

The letters written by Maj. Taggart from 
the Fort Leavenworth hospital were held to 


consumed.in reading some of the epistles that 
were offered in evidence. during the trial. 


Cruelty Charge Preposterous. 

That the cruelty alleged by Mrs. Taggart to 
have occurred at Fort Leavenworth could be 
true, the court believed to be preposterous. 
The judge said that In el] probability ho such 
event as was described by Poore, Mrs. Tag- 
gart, and Emma Lytle ever occurred. 

“ It would be impossible for Maj. Taggart 
to beat his wife to the extent that she has 
described and not kill her,”” he declared. ‘‘ If 
Peore heard the screams, why did he not 
return to her assistance? I would rather think 
of him as a Mar, such as he probably is, 
than as a soldier who would run away while 
@ woman was being beaten to death."’ 

Concerning the children the court said: 

“The most delicate part of this case is the 
disposal of the children. I never have had 
@ more touching duty to perform. These 
children must be placed in the custody of 
‘some one; yet ft is plain to me that the court 
must not relinquish entire control’ over 


them. 
Favor Division of Children. 


“I would be glad to have the plaintiff and 
defendant in this case, together with their 
attorneys, make some satisfactory arrange- 
ment between themselves as to the disposi- 
tion of the boys, if it can be done so in an 
intelligent manner. If the parents want to 
divide the children, I will consent to this ar- 
rangement. 

“But if I have to manage the matter of 
their ,disposal entirely, without consulting 
the wishes of either pareht, my rule is that 
they remain in the schools of Wooster under 
the jurisdiction of this court. Their cus- 
tody will be vested principally in Maj. Tag- 
gart, as long. as he does hot offer to take 
them beyond the bounds of my jurisdiction, 
and the mother shall have access to them at 
all times. 

“To my mind, there is nothing that can 
compensate the boys for the loss which 
they are to suffer as a result of this breach 
between their father and mother. I-would 
not take them entirely from their mother, 
because I believe that, though Mrs. Taggart 
has been guilty of great indiscretions, she 
yet has a mother’s heart that beats proudly 
and interestedly for her boys.’’ 


May Have Outside Home. 


Attorney Sterling suggested that the court 
order a home prepared for the children in 
Wooster. Maj. Taggart said he would com- 
ply. with such an order within two days. 

Attorney Smyser suggested that the cus- 
tody of the children be divided equally, but 
that both should live with the mother, who 
willingly would remain in Wooster and make 
a home for them. The final dispositiomwas 
left until tomorrow, when the attorneys will 
meet with Judge Eason. 

Maj. Taggart said tonight that he foresaw 
the outcome of the sult months ago, before 
he filed his first petition. He declared her 
attorney, Mr. Smyser, was responsible for 
the position of Mrs. Taggart tonight. 

‘*] tried to get Mrs. Taggart to settle the 
matter out of court,’’ geaid the major. “I 
told her that a divorce would disgrace the 
children and’ ourselves. She partly coin- 
cided with my views, and, after I had almost 
convinced her that she could never win a 
suit for divorce, Smyser advised her that 
I had no case. On his advice she refused 
to listen to. my proposals, and the result is 
this separation from her children which she 
will have to suffer.’’ 

Expected to Take Boys Away. 

Up to the moment that Judge Kason said 
he wou... not vest entire contro] of the chil- 
dren with either parent, Maj. Taggart be- 
lieved that he would leave Wooster with his 
boys. It was‘his intention to take them 
from their mother tonight or early in the 
morning. Immediately after court adjourned 
he’ stated that he could have made a good 
home for the children at Columbus barracks. 

‘* I expect,”’ the major said, "‘ to have some 
trouble training Culver. He has been al- 
lowed to go fast and loose so long that he has 
got wild. But I believe that the restraint of 
the court will be good for him; possibly bet- 
ter than if he had been left entirely to me.” 

The major denied tonight that he is en- 
gaged to marry Miss Griffith of Orrville, an 
old sweetheart. 


Mrs. Taggart Philosophical. 

Mre. Tagart takes the decision philo- 
pophically.. She partially admitted tonight 
that she knew or mistrusted several days ago 
what the decision was going to be. 

“ Separation from my children, ff it has to 
come, will be to me as bitter as death,” she 
said. ‘““l have fought against the thought of 
such an ultimatum as the outcome of this 
trial. 

“Yet the knowledge that the court does 
not irntend to take the children from me alto- 
gether is consoling. I cared nothing for the 
decree. I cared nothing about the charges, as 
compared to a separation from my boys, 
All the charges against me amounted to 
nothing. It is the boys, and they alone, that 
l have thought of ever since this.trial com- 
menced. : 

“* Tomorrow we may be able to make some 
better disposition of the children than was 
planned tonight. I am confident that I sha}! 
always Wave the right to see and do for 
them.*’

FILES BRIEFS IN HOCH CASE. 


Attorney General Declares That Prisoner 
“Made a Business of Assas- 
sination.”’ 


A brief was filed yesterday in the Supreme 
court at Springfield by Attorney General 
Stead in the Johann Hoch case. The hear- 
ing by the Supreme court is set for next Mon- 
day. 

The state sets up twenty-four points. The 
most important one is the contention that 
the fact of corpus delicti need not be direct- 
ly proved, it being sufficient if it be estab- 
Hshed by circumstances so strong as to pro- 
duce full assurance or moral certainty. 

Other points are: A void marriage does not 
operate to disqualify either party when tes- 
tifying against the other; the rule excluding 
confessions has been extended too far, so that 
justice and common sense too frequently 
have been sacrificed. The brief is a document 
of 265 pages of printed matter. It reviews at 
length the life of Hoch, and makes the decla- 
ration that “ Hoch made a business of as- 


sassination,” 


WEST PARK BOARD ENJOINED. 


Restrained from Ousting Lessee from 
Humboldt Pavilion Till the Circuit 


Court Passes on His Rights. 

James A. Crowe, who has sold soda water 
and fruits In Humbolut park pavilion for 
several years, and occupied apartments in 
the upper part of the building for living pur- 
poses, has secured an injunction from Judge 
Walker restraining the west park board from 
ousting him from the pavilion until the court 
passes on his rights. 

Attorneys Hornstein and Fisher, who rep- 
resent Crowe, informed the court that fifteen 
park employés, ten of whom were park police. 
men, invaded the’ pavillon, carried out 
Crowe's provisions and ‘urniture, and or- 
dered him to leave. 

Crowe says he signed a lease for the prem- 
ises Nov. 7, 1903, and that it runs from year 
to year. He pays $50 a month for the use 
of the building.

The creation of a prohibition district in 
the Twenty-first ward, south of Chicago ave- 
nue, was r ended yesterday by the 
city council Hcense committee. This was 
the outcome of @ session in which ministers, 
church workers, politicians, and property 
owners.were matched against one saloon 
license applicant and his attorney. © 

Oscar EB. Otto, the applicant, wanted to 
open @ saloon in. the hotel at Dearborn and 
Chicago avenues. In the force that defeated 
him were the Rev. Father M. J. Fitzsimmons, 


rthe Rev. Father John J. Code, the Rev. 


Father D. L. McDonald, and the Rev. Father 
F. M. O’Brien of the Holy Name cathedral; 
Dr. James 8. Stone, pastor of the St. James 
Episcopal church; Moses Wentworth, a 
trustee of the Fourth Presbyterian church; 
Quin O’Brien, and James A. Quinn. They 
protested in vigorous language against the 
further tnvasion of the residence district by 
saloons. . 


Pleads in Church’s Name. 

* L represent a congregation of 5,000 people, 
and it is their sentiment that no saloons 
should be allowed in this territory,” the Rev. 
Dr Fitzsimmons said, addressing the alder- 
men. ‘“ All the residents in that neighbor- 
hood are oppoged to the saloon, first, because 
it is in the vicinity of the churches, and, sec- 
ond, because the little children who go to the 
schools near by have to traverse the territory 
where it is proposed to locate a saloon, 

‘‘ This property, dedicated to church serv- 
ices and hallowed by the prayers of the peo- 
ple for fifty Years, ought to be held immune 
from a thing of this kind. I have the sup- 
port of the reverent archbishop, who joins 
with us in saying that there are plenty of 
places for saloons without bringing them 
under the shadow of the church spires.” 


Dr. Stone Joins Protest. 

Dr. Stone followed, saying that if saloons 
were permitted in the territory the children 
would “see what ie going on and feel its 
effects.” 

“We want to keep this part of the city 
under the strict religious influence now pre- 
vailing,”’ hesaid. “ If you permit one saloon, 
others will be flooding in, and it will demor- 
alize thd neighborhood.”’ * 

Mr. Wentworth declared he voiced the 
sentiments of the Fourth Presbyterian 
church in favor of the proposed district. 
Quinn next told the aldermen that ‘‘ninety- 
nine out of 100 people in this district do not 
want a saloon there.’’ 

“Tam liberal. Idrink. I go into saloons,” 
Mr. Quinn declared candidly. * ButI think 
the interests of thel property owners should 
be considered, and not those of outsiders who 
may want a saloon in there.’’ 


Speaks for “‘Poor Saloon Man.” 

This aroused Attorney John C. Coburn, who 
represented Otto. He said he wanted to say 
a word in favor of *‘a poor saloon man.’ He 
argued that his client's place should be ex- 
empted from the district as a ‘‘ compromise.” 

‘** Another saloon would not add much to 
the onerous duties of these Christian gentle- 
men who are interested,’ he said. 

Quin O’Brien added his arguments to those 
of the protesting church peopleé. 

“Here is an oasis in.a great city that 
already has too many saloons,’ he _ said. 
**Even saloonkeepers say the city is cursed 
by too many barrooms and that they can’t 
make a living. 

“ Where are the people who are clamoring 
for a new thirst parlor?’ Mr. O’Brien de- 
manded in the midst of the argument. 

“ They are not here, but their pastors are,”’ 
Mr. Coburn retorted. ‘‘ We didn’t expect a 
fight today.’’ 

“No, maybe your people are in the patke 
sitting on the benches. Or if you had time 
you could bring in a lot of lawyers at so much 
each,”’ Mr. O’Brien replied. 


Moves for Prohibition District. 


Aid. Harkin moved that the district should , 


be recommended for passage. On the vote 
to recommend the district, Ald. Pringle, Rux- 
ton, Hoffman, Ryan, Harkin, Siewert, Pot- 
ter, Roberts, and Dunn voted in the affirma- 
tive, with only Ald. Schmidt of the Twenty- 
third ward opposing the measure. 

The district will run as follows: 

Chicago avenue, from Lake Michigan to 
Dearborn avenue, south to Erie street, east 
to Biate street, south to Ontario street, east 
to Lake Michigan, and along the lake shore 
to Chicago avenue. 

Another District Recommended. 

The committee recommended another pro- 
hibition district in the Thirty-fourth ward, 
bounded by Twelfth and Sixteenth streets, 
Homan and Fortieth avenues.

. Boxing, under the watchful gaze of ” cau- 
tious, prudent, and careful officers "’ of Chief 
Collins’ staff, will be revived in the clubrooms 
of thé Chicago Athletic association and other 
organizations of Chicago, according to the 
latest opinion of Corporation Counsel Lewis, 
submitted by him to the police chief yester- 
day.” The restrictions put upon the ex- 
hibitions, however, are such that pro- 
fessional promoters of boxing are barred 
from further participation in the events, and 
admirers of the sport can, no longer pay an 
| admission fee to witness them. 

The hope of the many promoters that 
Mayor Dunne would permit the resumption 
of the contests in which noted pugilists con- 
tested before thousands of spectators was 
shattered by. the legal opinion, which was re- 
inforced by the statements of the mayor and 
Chief Collins. 

Police to Be the Sole Judges. 

Chief Collins’ inquiries relevant to the 

urse to be pursued by him were replied to 
in the characteristic and elaborate commu- 
nication by Mr. Lewis, who said: 

“The laws of Illinois absolutely prohibit a 
fight for a prize or to test the physical superi- 
ority of the individual. The city ordinances 
purpose the avoidance of private or public 
combats which disturb the public peace. 
‘Whether a contest with andi in private or 
public, would be a prize fight depends upon 
what the exhibition itself discloses. You, by 
the law, have been made the first judge of 
this question. As the manifold duties of 
your office forbid your personal supervision. 
I assume that, following your usual course 
of prudence, you will designate such number 
of cautious, prudent, and careful officers of 
your staff and delegate them to the scene or 
place of the proposed exhibition, with appro- 
priate ipstruetions, coupled with the infor- 
mation they have of the law, and leave them 
‘to such actions in the case as you yourself 
would take.” 

The opinion of the corporation counsel, 
while not specifically prohibiting contests, is 

en by Mayor Dunne and Chief Collins, so 

as they are able to interpret it in plain 
language, to mean that boxing matches, 
outside of private clubrooms to which the 
general public is not admitted, are clearly 
illegal. About the contests in clubrooms the 
question is raised, and to them the “ expert 
details *’ of policemen will be sent. ~ 

Other ‘clubs, which possess charters and 
have other purposes save the conducting of 
boxing exhibitions, may enter the field, but 
the great public contests of former years will 
not be permitted: | 


Duties of Proposed “Experts.” 

Mayor Dunne défined the duties of the 
propesed “experts as inspecting the .con- 
duct of spectators and their method ‘of ob- 
taining admittance, more than personal su- 
pervision of the contests, Their reports will 
be made _to the chief. FA 
, “ Experts on bo will be unnecessary,” 
he said. “Any man can judge when a cdfi- 
test ceases to be a boxing match. They 
will see that the contests are not fights for 
prizes before audiences who have paid to 
see them.” 

Chief Collins believes he has several men 
on his personal staff who will prove compe- 
tent to discriminate between a boxing match 


‘and e@ prize fight.-

Barber shops"In Englewood may be open 
all night beginning next week, as. the re- 
sult of an unusual proposal of the union bar- 
bers, who have offered to work double time 
for their employers in order to gain a point 
of contention. 

The barbers presented an “ ultimatum "’ to 
the proprietors in which they demanded that 
all shops be unionized. This ultimatum ex- 
pires Monday night. Ordinarily, if the de- 
mands were refused the. union would order 
a strike, but the barbers declare that by re- 
versing the formula and showing extra in- 
dustry they will win over their employers. 

The proposition to work overtMme without 
extra pay will be made to every employer 
who consents to unionige his shop. 


Telegraphers Ask More Pay. 

Railway telegraphers began negotiating for 
an increase in wages from the railroads en- 
tering Chicago. Headed by President F. H. 
Perham of Minneapolis, twenty committees, 
representing 10,000 operators, arrived in the 
city to request conferences with rallroad offi- 
clals. 

The telegraphers have no specifia demands 
to make, but will seek to induce the roads to 
meet the increase of $100,000 a year recently 
granted by the St. Paul road. Members of 
the committees said there is no danger of a 
strike. 

Miners Going to Watch Operators. 

Alarmed by the rumors of activity among 
the anthracite coal*operators, John Fahy, T. 
D. Niehols, and W. H. Dettry, leaders of the 
mine workers, who have been here for a week, 
will return to Pennsylvania today. 

‘IT have not been advised officially,” said 
Mr. Fahy, “but I apprehend that afi the 
operators of the country are planning to 
convene in Chicago on Nov. 22 and agree on 
concerted action next April when the miners’ 
agreements expire. I am anxious to get 
back home and discover what is going on.”’

CONGRESS T0 SEE 
INSURANCE FIGHT 
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(Continued from first page.) 
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commerce between the states, over which the 
constitution gives the federal authority the 
widest latitude of control. 

It is evident, therefore, that if insurance, 
either fire or life, can be considered to be 
commerce between the states the United 
States can properly legislate in such a way 
as tO assume exclusive control of all the {n- 
Surance companies, and force the states to 
accept them and their policies without any 
Tegard to lecal regulation. It is easy to see 
why such a proposition ts advocated by the 
insurance companies themselves. It would 
at least concentrate the supervision at Wash- 
ington, instead of having it dissipated over 
forty-five states. If there were any graft- 
ing and boodling and buying to be done, it 
would be much simpler to deal direct with one 
United States commissioner of insurance 
than with the representatives of forty-five 
more or less benighted sovereign states. Fed- 
eral control would, of course, result in a 
standard system of doing business, and to 
that extent would undoubtedly be beneficial. 


Sandbagging in the States. 

As a matter of course, the state insurance 
commissioners as a rule will exercise all the 
influence they can secure to break down the 
proposed federal control. There is no doubt 
about the fact that in a great many states 
the insurance companies have been sand- 
bagged in the most merciless fashion. In 
other states the fees allowed to the insur- 
ance department are little short of outra- 
geous, and right here in Illinois, in previous 
years at least, the man who held that office 
invariably retired from it with a fortune, 
merely from the established fees, and with- 
out the necessity of downright boodling. 

Most of the democrats in congress are 
likely to oppose federal‘control on the old 
state rights theory. Most of the other states 
naturally will resist any attempt to transfer 
their authority over corporations, either 
domestic or foreign, to the federal govern: 
ment. The result will be, therefore, in this 
way a direct fight between the great insur- 
ance companies on the one side and the in- 
surance departments of the different states 
on the other. 


Will Be a Lawyers’ Battle. 


Naturally enough, the real battle will be 
among the lawyers as to the constitution- 
ality of the proposed law. President Roose- 
velt has a decided leaning toward federal 
control and in his last message to congress 
he said: 

“ The business of insurancs vitally affects 
the great mass of the people of the United 
States, and is national, and not local, in its 
application. It involves a multitude of trans- 
actions among the people of the different 
states and between American companies and 
foreign governments. I urge that the con- 


» ress carefully consider whether the power 


of the bureau of corporations cannot consti- 
tutionality be extended to cover interstate 
transactions in insurance." og 

In the legal fight the lineup will be around 
a definition of commerce by the famous Chief 
Justice Marshall, in which he says: 

“The contract of insurance is inseparable 
from commerce in modern times. It has be- 
come its inuispensable handmaid. Indeed, 
the right to sell merchandise and the right to 
insure it would seem in the nature of things 
to be inseparable. And so necessary an inci- 
dent to commerce, in its narrowest sense, as 
the contract of insurance, must fall within 
the principles directly applicable to that com- 
merce itself.’’ 


Court Decisions Against It. 


Unfortunately for Senator Dryden and the. 


advocates for national supervision of insur- 
ance, the United States Supreme court has 
recently decided that insurance is not inter- 
state commerfé. Only five years ago the 
New York Life Insurance company itself 
was beaten in a case involving the construc- 
tion of a Missouri law regulating insurance 
companies. In that case the decision was 
unanimous, and it is significant that it was 
participated in by almost all of the justices 
now on the Supreme bench. Repeating their 
former decision, the distinguished justices 
said: 

“The business of insurance is not com- 
merce. The contract of insurance is not an 
instrumentality of commerce. The making 
of such a contract is a mere incident of com- 
mercial intercourse, and in this respect there 
is no difference whatever between insurance 
by fire and insurance against the perils of the 
sea, and we add, or against the uncertainty 
of man’s mortality.” 

In view of such a decision, concurred in 
by practically all of the Justices now on the 
Supreme bench, it seems unlikely that con- 
gress would pass a law for federal super- 
vision of life insurance, based upon the 
constitutional power of congress to regulate 
interstate commerce.

Commerce Commission Head 


: Fears Greater Rottenness 
than in Insurance. 


LEADERS ARE THE SAME. 


Judge Knapp Tells Cornell Sta- 
dents Corruption May Assure 
Immense Proportions. 


~' Ithaca, N. Y.,, Oct. 18—Judge Martin A. 
Knapp. chairman of the interstate commerce 
commission, delivered a lecture on the sub- 
ject of “Government Regulation of Rail- 
road Rates” before undergraduates of Cor- 
hell university today. In the course of it he 
suggested the possibility that a condition of 
affairs might exist in the railroads similar to 
that revealed in the investigation of the life 
insurance companies. He said: 

“The great inquiries that are in progress 
in regard to our life insurance companies 
and attempts which have been made to ‘ pry 
off the lid’ in these matters give us only an 
inkling of what the full extent of graft 
may be. 

“In looking over the names of the men 
who are connected with the life insurance 
scandals one thing alarms me, and yet it is 
a thing that I can hardly believe to be true. 
These men are the same as those who con- 
trol many of the great railroad interests of 
the country. 

“Is there not a possibility that weeha)l find 
the same rottenness and graft at the bottom 
of the railroad system? This is an idea that 
seems too awful to be true, but nevertheless 
it is one that cannot help but present itself.” 


WOMEN TALK RACE SUICIDE: 
SUFFRAGE AS POTENT FACTOR. 


Dr. Mary A. Willard Says if Fair Sex Is 
Given Ballot Temptations of Men 
Will Be Removed. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 13.—Race suicide has 
been one of the principal topics under discus- 
sion at the distriot conference of the Woman's 
Curistian ‘emperance union, which closed 
tonight at Wyandotte, a suburb of Detroit. 

Dr. Mary A. Willard of Detroit, addressing 
the conference, said that the most extreme 


. type of race suicide was the investing of ig- 


norant foreigners with the right to vote while 
the intelligent women of the country were de- 
nied this privilege. Continuing, Dr. Willard 
said: 

*I will not attempt.to deny that few chil- 
dren are born into American homes, for it is 
a lamentable fact, too patent to be contra- 
dicted. There are two reasons forthis. One 


“of them is that life is becoming too strenuous 


for the modern woman, and she has not 
vitality enough to make her prolific in child 
‘bearing; and the other is that men sacrifice 
upon the shrines of Bacchus and Eros until 


‘they are powerless to lay upon the altar of 


wedded love the tribute that would bless 
their homes. 

“Give women the ballot and they will re- 
move some of the temptations from the path 
of men, making it easier for them to live 


pure, strong, healthful lives, rendering them 


fit to continue the propagation of the race. 


And they themselves will become invigorated 
and ready to again resume the burdens under 


which they have fainted: A new impetus 
will have come into women’s lives, because 
they then can do away with the brothel that 
claims their daughterg and the saloon that 


ruins their sons.”’

Ended by Death. 
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The strenuous life of James J. McCarthy, 
known as “ Buck " McCarthy, former alder- 
man and leader in stockyard politics, reached 
its close at 10 o’clock Thursday night at his 
home, 4404 Emerald avenue. The funeral 
will be held tomorrow at St. Gabriel’s Cath- 
olic church, and burial will be at Calvary. 

McCarthy was about 60 years old. Dur- 
ing the early part of his life he worked in 
the stockyards for various packing’ firms. 
A man belligerent and aggressive, he prac- 
tically won the position of polftical arbiter 
of stockyard politics by force. 

Before the town of Lake was annexed to 
the city he was elected a county commis- 
sioner and served on the county board at 
the time of the county “‘ boodle’”’ trials in 
1885, when several commissioners were sent 
to the penitentiary. 

After the town of Lake was annexed 
* Buck ” went to the council as the choice 
of the democrats of the stockyards ward, 
and later was elected on the republican 
ticket. 

His most histeric political broil was with 
his fellow aiderman, ‘‘ Joe’’ Lammers, in 
1893. Mayor Harrison had been assassinat- 
ed, and it devolved on the council to elect a 
temporary mayor. Fearful of’ defections in 
the republican ranks, republican managers 
had “ bottled up” the council members of 
that party at the Great Northern hotel, de- 
termined to keep them there untilit was time 
to go to the council. 

In the midst of several hot debates Mc- 
Carthy and Lammers suddenly went to the 
floor together. Utilizing an old trick, Mc- 
Carthy reached over his oppeonent’s head 
and pulled his coat over his head. When the 
two men were separated Lammers was a 
subject for physicians. Little has been 
heard of him in politics in recent years.

— COSTS TOO MUCH. 
Engineers Report 14 Foot 


Channel from Chicago to 
St. Louis Is Feasible. 


BALK AT THE EXPENSE. 


Waterway Will Involve Outlay of 
$8,000,000, if Not 
Greater Sum. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—In 
the opinion of army engineers $200,000 of the 
government’s money has been thrown away 
on a useless survey of’ the Illinois and Mis- 
sissippi canal to ascertain if a fourteen foot 
channel can be made from Chicago to St. 
Louis. ‘The survey, which has been made by 
two commissions, has just been completed, 
and the reports have been received by Brig. 
Gen. McKenzie, chief of engineers, who will 
transmit them to congress. . 

The reports, while admitting that a four- 
teen foot channel is perfectly feasible, say 
that the cost would be from $8,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000, The, engineers deem this amount 
tod’ great, and will, it ia believed, report ad- 
versely to the project, in view of its great 
cost. - 

The project was fathered. by Walter Reeves 
of Streator, who during his last term in con- 
gress served as the senior member of the 
rivers and harbors committee. He was a 
strong friend of Representative Burton of 
Ohio, chairman of the committee, and as he 
backed his chief up in every possible way 
during the preparation of and the debates 
on the rivers and harbors bill, the Ohio coh- 
greseman deemed it only fair to support 
Reeves’ plan to examine the Illinois and Mis- 
sissippi canal project to determine whether 
a fourteen foot channel is feasible, 


Provisions of the Bill. 

The provision of the river and harbor bill 
which relates to this project was as fol- 
lows: . 

“The sum of two hundred thousand dol- 
lars or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
is hereby appropriated for making such sur- 
veys and examinations or investigations as 
may be required.to determine the feasibility 
of and to prepare this report, plans and 
estimates of the cost of a navigable water- 
way fourteen feet in depth, from Lockport, 
Ill, by way of the Desplaines and Illinois 
rivers, to the mouth of the sald Iiinois river 
and from the mouth of the Illinois river by 
way of the Mississippi river to St. Louis, 
Mo. 

The act authorized the Mississippi river 
commission, a permanent organization of en- 
gineers, to make surveys from the mouth of 
the Illinois river to St. Louis, and directed 
the formation of a board of three engineers 
to make the investigation from Lockport to 
the mouth of the lMnois river. 

Brig. Gen. Ernest, who was the en- 
gineer officer stationed at Chicago, was head 
of the board of engineers. The board and 
the commission worked for nearly three 
years upon the project and spent practically 
all of the §200,000. They have reported that 
it will be poesible to make a 14 foot chan- 
nel, but at a cost of between $8,000,000 and 
$10,000,000. No difficulty would be experi- 
enced in creating a channel in the Desplaines 
and Illinois rivers. 


Useless to Dredge Mississippi. 


That is simply a matter of dredging, and 
there is no danger that heavy rains and 
floods will disturb the channel. y 

But a difference exists with respect to the 
Mississippi river. The efgineers do not count 
upon an average of more than six feet of 
water. Sometimes, when heavy rains fall 
or when there are floods from other causes, 
there is plenty of water. The only way by 
which a fourteen foot channel can be ob- 
tained from the mouth of the Illinois river 
to St. Louls would be through the construc- 
tion of a canal along the banks of the Mis- 
sissippi. To dredge the river would mean a 
useless waste of money, asthe channel would 
be filled up quickly. A canal, of course, could 
be kept open without difficulty.

it’ will not be true in the near future. 
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COUNCIL ON 
More traction extension ordinances have 
been presented to the local transportation 
committee. They do not contain the refer- 
endum clause feund in the Chicago City rail- 
way company’s ordinance, to which the 
mayor, not without cause, took exception, 
but they are no more acceptable because of 
the omission. No ordinance which grants 
an existing traction company authority to 
“maintain and operate a system of street 
railways ” will meet with his approval. The 
compensation might be ample and the power 
of supervision reserved to the city unlimited, 
but he will not put his name to “ the ac- 
cursed thing.” 

That is the fixed, unchangeable feature 
of the mayor's traction policy. He is for 


“immediate condemnation proceedings ” 


one day, for the “ contract plan ” the next, 
and the “city plan” the next. A week 
hence he may have another plan unlike the 
others except in impracticability. The coun- 
cil may reject a score of visionary projects, 
and his cry will still be “no compramise 
with the companies.” 

The inflexible attitude of the mayor—his 
unwillingness to codperate with the coun- 
cil in framing practical legislation—can 
have but one result. It will solidify the 
council against him. It will deprive him of 
all influence. It is likely to insure the pas- 
sage of extension ordinances. 

The aldermen are not so deafened by the 
strident cries of municipal ownerites that 
they cannot hear the demand for better 
street car service. They will provide it 
without the mayor’s assistance if he will 
not give it. _ 

The council must show itself equal to the 
greater responsibility cast upon it. It must 
bear in mind in settling the long traction 
controversy that the question is simply what 
is for the greatest benefit of the greatest 
number of citizens. The community is not 
thinking of the traction companies’ welfare 
but of its own. It is not trying to save or 
to wreck their properties, to increase or to 
impair their value. 

It devolves on the council to give the sub- 
ject careful, deliberate consideration. The 
public has waited so many years for a set- 
tlement of the traction quéstion that it can 
wait a reasonable time longer in order that 
erdinances may be matured that will have 
the support of all conservative men who 
have the interests of the city at heart. 

The passage of ordinances under whip 
and spur—the “ jamming through ” of any- 
thing—will arouse suspicion that there has 
been foul play. If there should be anything 
to give color to a suspicion that the council 
had been tampered with to promote the in- 
terests of the traction companies there 
might be as great a commotion here as there 
was in Philadelphia when the attempt was 
made to put through the gas steal. 


THE UNION STATION. 

The patrons of the Burlington road will 
not be alarmed by the report that itis about 
to.change from the Union to the Grand Cen- 
tral station. They believe that no change 
can be for the worse. The Adams and 
Canal street depot is, indeed, impossible, 
and there is no knowing when the Pennsy}- 
Yania company, which owns it, will build 
a decent one. It spends money freely in 
New York, Philadelphia, and Washington, 
but it is stingy where Chicago is concerned. 

The trains of three roads enter the Union 
station at the south end. There are not 
tracks enough, and trains are delayed in 
getting in, and there are delays in the mak- 
ing up of trains. The Burlington, with its 
heavy suburban business, suffers the most. 
The suburban passengers, and especially 
the women, complain that in winter time 
they are often compelled to stand for ten 
minutes or more on the icy floor of the sub- 
terranean part of the depot before they are 
allowed to pass the gate and get aboard a 
car. They are kept in the cold out of fear 
lest they get on some Pennsylvania train 
which is to leave a few minutes sooner. 

The Grand Central station already houses 
the Baltimore and Ohio, the Pére Mar- 
quette, and the Chicago Great. Western rail- 
way, so that the Burlington may not find 
there all the room it needs. It is unfor- 


depot of its own on the south side when it 
dissolved partnership with the Llinois Cen- 
tral, whose depot it once used. It was as 
short sighted as other Chicago roads have 
been. They have not been able to antici- 
pate the growth of their business and make 
provision for #. But the patrons of the 
Burlington will be better accommodated at 
Fifth avenue and Harrison street than they 
are now. 

The distance from the Grand Central sta- 
tion to State and Madison is a little greater 
than from Adams and Canal, but passéngers 
will not mind that. They will be pleased to 
get rid of going up and down stairs and 
crossing a bridge. They will be delighted to 
part company with a depot which has no 
redeeming features and is a disgrace to the 
road which owns it. The Union depot and 
that of the Northwestern road are the two 
which clamor for immediate reconstruction.
